Water rate 
increase on tap 


O More should pay for firefighting service costs: City report O Bylaw 
proposes paying through water utility bill instead of property tax

Higher water utility bills could 
be on the table and the city wants 
everyone to dive in. 

Firefighting water and infra¬ 
structure services have been paid 
through property taxes, but with 
a five-year contract coming to an 
end Dec. 31, a bylaw headed for 
a public hearing tomorrow sug¬ 
gests those who aren’t subject to 
property taxes should also pay. 

The amendment proposes the 
services be charged through 
Epcor water utility bills. 

“There are a number of busi¬ 
nesses ... that don’t pay proper¬ 
ty taxes, so that means they also 
don’t pay anything at all for fire 
protection,” said chief financial 
officer Lorna Rosen. 

Charging institutions such as 
schools, universities, hospitals, 


places of worship and not-for- 
profits means “a more appropri¬ 
ate distribution of public fire pro¬ 
tection water service and infra¬ 
structure costs among all users 
of the service is achieved,” states 
the report. 

The average homeowner 
would pay from $17 to $21 in 
2012 as part of their municipal 
property taxes, which would rise 
to $29 through their water utili¬ 
ty bill should the amendment go 
through, said Rosen. 

The average commercial rate 
would be about $115 per year. 

The increase is due to the $7.6- 
million budget this year rising to 
$8.9 million next year. 

“It’s predominantly due to 
growth,” Rosen said. “We’ve 
added neighbourhoods and fire 
hydrants for service, and other 
common infrastructure.” 

Rosen said she anticipates 
those who haven’t been paying

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Provincial 
boost helps 
moms-to-be 
on streets 



Pregnant women on 
Edmonton streets have a 
better chance of delivering 
healthier babies thanks to 
a $900,000 provincial boost 
announced yesterday. 

The funds, delivered 
over three years via the Al¬ 
berta Safe Communities 
initiative, will help Street- 
works, an offshoot agency 
of Boyle Street Community 
Services, and the H.E.R. 
(Healthy Empowered 
Resilient) Pregnancy Proj¬ 
ect. 

“It’s huge,” said Jennifer 
Stroeder, a Streetworlcs 
pregnancy support social 
worker. “This program 
might not otherwise be 
happening.” 

The initiative helps steer 
street-involved women to 
resources like pregnancy 
tests and education, STI 
testing, and medical 
access. 

Outreach worker Maris- 
sa Nalcooche knows what 
it’s like to be pregnant and 
scared. “A lot of these 
women need their needs 
met now, not in a month,” 
said Nalcooche, who used 
Boyle Street services. 

“This program will work 
with women where they 
are at, in a harm-reduction 
context,” said Marliss Tay¬ 
lor, Streetworlcs project 
manager.o shelley Williamson

Learn how to park, Edmon¬ 
ton. 

That’s the message be¬ 
hind a website launched 
last year that has recently 
picked up steam. 

Iparklikeanass.com is op¬ 
erated by local web devel¬ 
oper Eli Dubois and his 
wife, Jessa. 

“It’s just one of those 
things that hit a threshold,” 
said Dubois. “Nobody likes 
not having a parking spot 
or having people park in 


what would be two spots.” 

Dubois said traffic to the 
site picked up just before 
July and more submissions 
are coming in now than 
ever before. The majority 
are from Edmonton, but 
snapshots from other cities 
are also welcome. 

The site is mainly for 
venting and public sham¬ 
ing, but Dubois wondered 
how many of the violations 
pictured on the site are ille¬ 
gal. 

Josh Puchailo, the city’s 
parking enforcement co-or¬ 
dinator, said safety issues 
are made a priority but that 


tickets are handed out on a 
regular basis for parking on 
curbs, parking on an angle 
improperly or taking up 
two stalls in a parking lot. 

Enforcement officers are 
on foot in busy areas, such 
as Whyte Avenue and 
downtown, while others 
drive around patrolling for 
violations. 

“Typically they don’t 
have to do that for veiy 
long before another com¬ 
plaint comes in,” said 
Puchailo. 

“Citizen complaints do 
take up the majority of 
their time.”

Vancouver police are ask¬ 
ing the public to help 
them bring hundreds of 
suspects from the June 15 
Stanley Cup riot to justice 
through a new interactive 
website (riot2011.vpd.ca). 

Insp. Les Yeo of the riot 
investigation team said 
they have posted 40 pho¬ 
tos of suspected rioters on 
the website in the hopes 
the public can identify 
them. 

Yeo said police will be 
adding 100 more photos in 
the coming weeks so inves¬ 
tigators won’t be over¬ 
whelmed and will have 
enough time for a thor-

ough investigation. 

Chief Jim Chu also 
again defended the Van¬ 
couver Police Department 
over the lack of charges 
stemming from the inci¬ 
dent. He said police are 
taking their time collect¬ 
ing evidence to make sure 
that people are held ac¬ 
countable to the full ex¬ 


tent of their involvement 
during the riots. 

“We don’t get two 
chances at this,” Chu said. 
“We can’t charge (suspects 
with) rioting and then say, 
‘Hey, your honour, we 
found some more informa¬ 
tion three months later. 
Can we charge (them) with 
rioting again?”’ 

Chu added 42 people 
have already turned them¬ 
selves in, and police are in¬ 
vestigating 1,100 names of 
people who may have been 
involved in the riots. Still, 
no charges have been laid. 

An independent report 
into the riot is expected to 
be released tomorrow by 
former VANOC head John 
Furlong and former Nova 
Scotia deputy justice min¬ 
ister Doug Keefe.

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Gadhafi’s mystery daughter 

O Evidence mounts the exiled leader faked the death 
of adopted girl O Libyans believe Gadhafi wanted to 
garner sympathy and foster hatred toward the West 



Since the rebel takeover of 
Tripoli, evidence has been 
mounting that Moammar 
Gadhafi may have lied 
about the death of his 
adopted baby daughter 
Hana in a 1986 U.S. 
airstrilce. 

The strike hit Gadhafi’s 
home in retaliation for the 
Libyan-sponsored bombing 
of a Berlin nightclub earlier 
that year that killed two 
U.S. servicemen. At the 
time, Gadhafi showed 
American journalists a pic¬ 
ture of a dead baby and said 
it was his adopted daughter 
Hana — the first public 
mention that she even ex¬ 
isted. Diplomats almost im¬ 
mediately questioned the 
claim. But Gadhafi kept the 
stoiy alive through the 
years. 

But when Libyan rebels 
took over last week, they 


found a room in Gadhafi’s 
home with Hana’s birth 
certificate and pictures of a 
young woman with the 
name “Hana” written on 
the back, possible indica¬ 


tions that she lived beyond 
infancy. 

Many Libyans believe 
Hana was never killed and 
talked about her existence 
openly, the associated press 


Rebel orders 


The rebels are tightening 
their grip on Libya after a 
military blitz and have 
taken several steps to en¬ 
sure control. 

{► Libyan rebels issued an 
ultimatum yesterday to 
Gadhafi’s hometown of 
Sirte: Surrender this week¬ 
end or face an attack. 

► There has been 
speculation that the dicta¬ 
tor is seeking refuge in 
Sirte or one of the other 
remaining regime strong¬ 
holds, among them the 
towns of Bani Walid or 
Sabha. 

► Rebels also demanded that 
Algeria return Gadhafi's 
wife and three of his chil¬ 
dren, who fled there Mon¬ 
day. 

► They also insisted they are 
slowly restoring order in 
war-torn Tripoli by 
deploying police and col¬ 
lecting garbage.

Gadhafi’s other daughter gives birth 


Hunted throughout her 
homeland and forced to 
flee into exile across a dan¬ 
gerous desert border, the 
daughter of ousted Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi 
paused somewhere in the 
Sahara to have a baby. 

The dramatic birth of 
Gadhafi’s granddaughter, 
after her mother and other 
relatives escaped Libyan 
territory into Algeria, 
lends a human dimension 
to the dictator’s downfall 
and the ongoing mystery 
of his whereabouts. The 
birth in exile was disclosed 


by the Algerian Health 
Ministry yesterday. 

Algeria’s UN ambassa¬ 
dor, Mourad Benmehidi 
Benmehidi, said the coun¬ 
try allowed them to enter 
for “humanitarian consid¬ 
erations.” Algerian news 
reports had said Aisha’s 
pregnancy was one reason 
for the country’s contro¬ 
versial decision to take the 
family in. 

An Algerian newspaper 
reported that the exiles, 
who also included an un¬ 
known number of Gad¬ 
hafi’s grandchildren by his

eight children, had waited 
12 hours to receive author¬ 
ization to cross the Alger¬ 
ian border from President 
Abdelaziz Bouteflilca — 
while Aisha was in labour. 

Libya’s interim govern¬ 
ment criticized Algeria’s 
decision and demanded 
that Algiers hand them 
over for trial in Libya. 

The departure of Gad¬ 
hafi’s family was one of 
the strongest signs yet that 
he has lost his grip on 
Libya after 42 years in 
power.

I ICT Vancouver: The world’s 

most liveable city — NOT! 

There is no joy in latte 
land today with the news 
that the Economist 
Intelligence Unit has demot¬ 
ed Vancouver, for years the most 
liveable city atop its list, to third, 
behind Melbourne and Vienna. 

Even worse news? Toronto and 
Calgary are fourth and fifth, hot on our 
heels. 

Oddly, the stupid Stanley Cup riot 
played no role in the demotion, though it may hit us 
where we rank. The reason for this year’s demotion: A 
brief closure of the Malahat Highway due to a tanker 
spill in April led to a fractional reduction in infrastruc¬ 
ture points, enough to allow Melbourne and Vienna to 
surge ahead. 

Melbourne? Wasn’t that the place that was hit with 
devastating floods earlier this year? 

What’s really puzzling 



is that the Malahat High¬ 
way is on Vancouver 
Island. Which is 
elsewhere. You have to 
take a ferry to get to Van¬ 
couver Island. All told, 
that’s about a four to four- 
and-a-half-hour trip from 
Vancouver. I would wager 
that many of the people 
who live in Metro Vancou¬ 
ver have no idea where 
the Malahat Highway is 
and have never been on it. 
It’s relevant if you live in 
Victoria, which, like Van¬ 
couver, starts with a “V,” 
but that’s about it. 

So you have to wonder 
about the Economist Intel¬ 
ligence Unit and its whole 
World’s Most Liveable City 
project. The problem is 
there was no wondering 

when Vancouver was on top of the list. We just sat 
back, relaxed and gloated. 

Even when it rained 40 days and 40 nights. Even as 
it took a king’s ransom to buy a rundown bungalow in 
Kerrisdale. Even as we rolled up the tinted windows on 
the SUV to avoid being tainted by the Downtown East- 
side. So now it’s not going to do us much good to cast 
aspersions on the intelligence of the Intelligence Unit. 

Meanwhile, Toronto and Calgary are flexing their 
gloating muscles. They can hardly wait for next year’s 
list, when the EIU takes the riot into account. I’m not 
sure I’ll have the strength to carry on if Calgary turns 
out to be more liveable than Vancouver. 

There’s one thing I do know: I’d rather live in Toron¬ 
to or even (gasp) Calgary than in one of the cities at 
the bottom of the list, though they say No. 140, last- 
place Harare, Zimbabwe, is nice this time of year.

Federal Environment 
Minister Peter Kent 
recently announced new 
regulations for limiting 
emissions for any new 
coal-fired power plants 
that will be built in 
Canada starting July 
2015. 

While framed as legis¬ 
lation that Kent claims 
will act as “the 
equivalent of taking 
eight million cars off 
Canadian roads,” this 
legislation falls drastical¬ 
ly short of an effective 
level of environmental 
protection for two cen¬ 
tral reasons: Firstly, the 
legislation essentially 
gives existing plants li¬ 
cence to continue to pol¬ 
lute; secondly, it allows 
Maxim Power to build a 
new 500-megawatt coal 
plant in Alberta before 
the July deadline, there¬ 
by escaping the new reg¬ 
ulations. 

If we are serious 
about protecting the fu¬ 
ture of our precious nat¬ 
ural resources, as well as 
that of our children and 
our planet, we need to 
stop investing in coal 
power and setting 
mediocre standards that 
do more to appease cor¬ 
porate citizenship than 
Canadian citizens, and 
we need to do this NOW, 
before it is truly too late.

Forget the old-fashioned 
web suffix “.com”— com¬ 
ing up with eccentric 
names to make websites 
catchier and easier to re¬ 
member is the new trend 
on the Internet. 

Icann, the global inter¬ 
net body that creates new 
web addresses, announced 
it will be taking applica¬ 


tions next year for domain 
suffixes of almost any word 
and in any language. 

From the current 22 do¬ 
main endings available, 
websites ending with the 
adverb-sounding “.ly,” the 
broadcast-hinting “.tv” or 
the captivating “.me” are 
now the hippest choice. 

“Businesses always need 
quirky names that are easy 
to spell and to remember. If 
you come up with a more 
brandable name for your 
website, then you should 


go for it,” marketing expert 
Andrew Girdwood from 
global digital media compa¬ 
ny bigmouthmedia told 
Metro. 

As Girdwood explains, 
the downside is that web¬ 
sites ending in .ly — the 
country code domain for 
Libya — are designated as 
formal property of Libya’s 
state-controlled telecom¬ 
munications corporation, 
whose status is uncertain 
due to unrest in the region. 

Montenegro has ar¬ 


guably the coolest-sound¬ 
ing ccTLD (country code 
top-level domain) with .me. 
Indeed, it has been a real 
gold mine for a country 
born only in 2006. Accord¬ 
ing to Hosterstats.com, 
more than 500,000 .me do¬ 


mains have been regis¬ 
tered, so far. 

Yet despite the rise in 
trendy domain names, old 
habits die hard, as major 
online search engines still 
favour the old-fashioned. 

“Dot-tv sounds perfect 


for a broadcasting compa¬ 
ny, but for search engine 
optimization, the dot-com 
is more popular,” Mick Say, 
an expert at England’s On¬ 
line Marketing Academy, 
tells Metro. 

“If a person is searching 
the Internet for a service or 
a global business, Google 
gives priority to the dot¬ 
com extension. It tells the 
search engine that ‘I want 
to be known international¬ 
ly as an international busi¬ 
ness.’”

< v October of 
1994, three student film¬ 
makers disappeared into 
the woods of Burketville, 
Maryland while shooting a 
documentary. A year later 
their footage was found.” 

Thus began the Blair 
Witch Project, a movie 
Roger Ebert called an “ex¬ 
traordinarily effective hor¬ 
ror film.” He also called it a 
“celebration of rock bottom 
production values” for its 
rough hewn camera style 
and no-budget scares. 

Those are trademarks of 
found footage style movies. 
The premise is almost al¬ 
ways the same: someone 
has recovered film left be-

hind by, as Wikipedia says, 
“missing or dead protago¬ 
nists,” and pieced it togeth¬ 
er to tell a (usually) 
horrifying story. 

This weekend Apollo 18 
uses (fictional) found 
footage from NASA's aban¬ 


doned Apollo 18 mission to 
reveal the reason the U.S. 
has never returned to the 
moon. 

In the wake of Blair 
Witch, theatres were over¬ 
flowing with found footage 
movies, partially because 


they’re cheap to make, and 
partially because audiences 
raised on reality TV seemed 
to respond to them. 

Movies like The St. Fran- 
cisville Experiment, The 
Last Horror Movie, Septem¬ 
ber Tapes and The Curse 


tried, most unsuccessfully, 
to cash in on the box office 
bonanza of Blair Witch, but 
[Rec], a Spanish horror film 
about a haunted building 
was the most successful, ar¬ 
tistically and financially. 

Less successful but inter¬ 
esting is Redacted, a Brian 
De Palma war film shot 
through the lens of one of 
his characters. 

De Palma came up with 
the idea when he was asked 
by HDNet Films to make a 
movie for $5 million on HD. 

If the Blair Witch Project 
and Paranormal Activity are 
the successful of the genre, 
the most contentious, the 
most controversial, must be 
Cannibal Holocaust. 

The 1980 fake cannibal 
footage was so convincing 
the director was arrested 
and charged with murder. 
Police believed several ac¬ 
tors had been killed on 
screen but charges were 
dropped when the actors 
showed up at the trial, safe 
and sound.

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Guided hikes reveal 
Niagara’s geology 



A series of guided fall 
hikes along Ontario’s 
long-distance Bruce 
Trail will explore the 
geology of the Niaga¬ 
ra Escarpment. Seven 
locations on the trail 
are highlighted, 
including Waterdown, 
the Credit River valley, 
the Nottawasaga 
Bluffs and the Bruce 
Peninsula on Georgian 
Bay. A walk in the

Dubbed “Geology 
101 on Foot," the 
walks are a 
fundraising project to 
support the Bruce Trail 
Conservancy. The trail 
stretches almost 900 
kilometres from 
Queenston, near Niag¬ 
ara Falls, to 
Tobermory..

Prepare for a scare at 

Halifax haunts 



O Ghost stories and sightings abound at Halifax’s most popular tourist sites

With its long history of dis¬ 
asters and shipwrecks, 
there is an air of tragedy 
that hangs over Halifax, 
not unlike the dense fog 
that often rolls in from its 
harbour. 

Though the port city has 
long established itself as a 
down-home, good-time 
burg — a place to unwind 
to a toe-tapping Celtic tune 
and a dram of whisky — 
those thirsty for spirits of 
the paranormal kind won’t 
be disappointed. 

One of Halifax’s most 
infamous spooky sites is 
the Five Fishermen Restau¬ 
rant and Grill, perched on 
the bustling corner of 
Carmichael and Argyle 
Streets. Having once 
served as a mortuary, it’s 
perhaps not surprising 
that the 194-year-old struc¬ 
ture is equally known for 
its hauntings as well as its 
halibut. 

The four-storey, briclc- 
and-wood building opened 
in 1816 as a schoolhouse 
and was eventually taken 
over by a local family and 
turned into a funeral 
home. 


It became the last stop 
of sorts for victims of two 
significant disasters of the 
20th centuiy — the sink¬ 
ing of the Titanic off New¬ 
foundland in April 1912 
and the Halifax Explosion 
of 1917. The explosion oc¬ 
curred when a supply ves¬ 
sel and a munitions ship 
collided in the harbour, 
killing 2,000 people and 
leaving some 9,000 in¬ 
jured.

Other sites that are 
rumoured to be haunted 
can be found in and 
around Halifax’s historic 
harbour. 

Near the waterfront is 
the Alexander Keith’s 
brewery, which is said to 
be inhabited by the 
ghost of the brewmaster 
himself. McNabs Island, 
accessible only by boat 
(ghost ship not 
required), is reputed to 


Shane Robilliard, the 
Five Fishermen’s general 
manager, says tales of cut¬ 
lery moving on its own, 
disembodied voices and 
shadowy figures have actu¬ 
ally been good for busi¬ 
ness. 

Robilliard recalls a re¬ 
cent instance when diners 
tried to send a text mes¬ 
sage from their table. But 
instead of the intended 
message, Robilliard says 





be haunted by the ghost 
of a former resident who 
was found drowned. 

At least two 

companies in Halifax of¬ 
fer ghost walk tours for 
visitors eager to learn 
about the creepier side 
of the city.

only one word flashed on 
the recipient’s mobile 
phone: death. 

“People dine at the Five 
Fishermen to experience 
something or to be a part 
of the history of this build¬ 
ing,” he says. 

More eerie experiences 
await just up Carmichael 
Street at one of the city’s 
most recognizable sites, 
the Halifax Citadel Nation¬ 
al Historic Site. 

The British fort, com¬ 
pleted in 1856, offers 90- 
minute tours exploring 
eveiy dark nook and cran¬ 
ny where the ghosts of for¬ 
mer soldiers are said to 
lurk. 

A steep walk down 
some 33 stone steps on the 
southwest demi-bastion 
leads to a pair of dark, 
dank rooms with a half- 
dozen metal cots and 
grimy, barred windows — 
a former prison for sol¬ 
diers. 

Hal Thompson, the 
site’s visitor experience of¬ 
ficer, remembers one visi¬ 
tor to the site who said she 
spied a uniformed man en¬ 
ter a room and seemingly

vanish. The woman was 
unaware of the site’s 
ghostly reputation and 
wanted to know how the 
man — whom she pre¬ 
sumed to be a staff mem¬ 
ber — managed to leave 
undetected from a room 
with only one exit. 

At first, Thompson says 
he joked that perhaps the 
woman had seen a ghost. 
But then he began to won¬ 
der. 

“It doesn't make any 
sense. There should not 
have been anyone there 
wearing that uniform and 
disappearing into thin air 
like that,” he recalls. “So 
that’s a fairly convincing

O Farm near Ocho Rios offers visitors the chance to 
take a dogsled ride in an unlikely locale 


perience the only dogsled 
museum south of the Arc¬ 
tic Circle before the 
thrilling ride. 

Today the dogsled 
team, which Melville says 
is the only such operation 
in the Caribbean, is much 
more than the adventure 
tour that it was intended 
to be. 

In addition to taking vis¬ 
itors on high-speed dry¬ 
land runs, some of 
Chulcka’s mushers com¬ 
pete in races, from smaller 
ones in Ontario to the 
world-renowned Iditarod 
race in Alaska. 

The mushers lease dog 
teams for those endeav¬ 
ours, says Melville, be¬ 
cause the Jamaican mutts 
would freeze to death in 
the sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures. 

“You don’t just enter 
those races by going and 
paying an entry fee,” says 
Melville. 

“You have to qualify for 
those races because you 
could die. People get frost¬ 
bite, lose fingers. These are 
tough races.” 

That’s what makes Ja¬ 
maican-born musher New¬ 
ton Marshall such an 
unlikely competitor. The 
28-year-old, who started 
working at Chulcka as a 
horseback guide, compet¬ 
ed in the Yukon Quest in 

2009 and the Iditarod in 

2010 and 2011. 

“He had to learn to sur¬ 
vive in minus 40, coming 
from plus 30,” says 
Melville. “It shows a lot 
about the character and 
determination of this kid. I 
wouldn't do it.” 

For Marshall, competing 
in dogsled races is about 
“letting the whole world 
know that (Jamaicans) can 
do things that people 
think we can't do.”

You can find a perfect ex¬ 
ample of the Jamaican 
spirit in an unexpected 
place: the Chulcka Cove 
Farm, home to the 30 or so 
mutts that comprise the Ja¬ 


maican dogsled team. 

“It’s about the can-do at¬ 
titude of Jamaicans,” says 
founder Danny Melville, 
64, as he rattles off several 
other examples of Ja¬ 
maicans’ determination, 
including reggae music 
and the beloved Olympic 
bobsled team. 

Located near Ocho Rios, 
in St. Ann Parish, his Chulc- 
lca farm offers visitors an 
opportunity to ride on a 
diy-land sled pulled by 15 
dogs, all of them strays that 
Chulcka has adopted. It’s 
one of several thrill rides of¬ 
fered by Chulcka Caribbean 
Adventures. 

Melville, who lives in 
Toronto, was first drawn to 
the concept when he spot¬ 
ted a dry-land sled while 
shopping for dune buggies 
in Alberta. 

He thought a dogsled 
tour would be a great ad¬ 
dition to Chulcka’s dozens 
of other offerings, which 
include everything from 
flying through the trees 
on a zipline and riding an 
ATV into the mountains 
to taking a pilgrimage on 
the Zion Bus Line through 
musical history to Bob 
Marley’s birthplace. 

You can even go swim¬ 
ming in the ocean on 
horseback, a signature 
tour that Melville says he 
pioneered himself nearly 
three decades ago. 

It was a challenge for 
Melville, who had only ever 
seen sled dogs on televi¬ 
sion, to put together the 
team. 

“You’re getting a bunch 
of dogs off the street and 
they’re kind of looking at 
you like, ‘What do you 
mean, pull?’ What is this all 
about?”’ says Melville. 

Visitors who take the 
tour will get to meet and 
greet the dogs before the 
ride. They’ll also get to ex-

Young scholars 
breaking cycle 


O Having a parent with a degree 
is not the steadfast predictor of 
post-secondary success it once was 



A recent Statistics Canada 
study has found that peo¬ 
ple whose parents didn’t 
graduate from university 
are nearly twice as likely to 
get a degree today than 
they were more than two 
decades ago. 

The study revealed that 
in 2009, 23 per cent of peo¬ 
ple whose parents didn’t 
get a university education 
held a degree, up from 12 
per cent in 1986. 

The 2009 General Social 
Survey attributes the 
shrinking disparity in uni¬ 
versity completion by fami¬ 
ly background to women. 

In 1986, only 10 per cent 
of women whose parents 
were not university gradu¬ 
ates held a degree. By 2009, 
that proportion nearly 
tripled to 28 per cent. 

But Martin Turcotte, a 
senior analyst at Statistics 


Canada who authored the 
study, said there was a sig¬ 
nificant increase in the 
number of women with 
highly educated parents 
who got degrees, too. 

“Really the fact that 
more women from all types 
of families get degrees con¬ 
tributed a lot to the de¬ 
creasing gap,” said 
Turcotte. 

Despite the increase 
there’s still a sizable differ¬ 
ence between the two 
groups, with a person 
whose parents hold a de¬ 
gree much more likely to 
complete university. 

“The gap is still impor¬ 
tant,” said Turcotte. “Peo¬ 
ple with parents who have 
a university education are 
twice as likely to get the de¬ 
gree themselves, compared 
to other people.”

As a second-year business 
student tired of spending 
my summers working in 
retail, I jumped at the op¬ 
portunity to enrol in the 
co-operative education op¬ 
tion (co-op) offered at my 
school. 

I joined co-op under the 
impression that I would 
easily be able to secure 
meaningful summer em¬ 
ployment, but I quickly 
discovered this was not 
the case. 

I applied to countless 
jobs and had no difficulty 
getting interviews; my 
problem lay in receiving 
an actual job offer. 

I left each interview 
feeling as if it had gone 
well, only to be informed 
a few days later that I had 
not been chosen as the 
successful candidate for 
the job. And I was not 
alone. Several of my fel¬ 
low classmates were expe¬ 
riencing the exact same 
dilemma. 

As a well-qualified ap¬ 
plicant, this frustrating 
process led me to wonder 
which students were be¬ 
ing selected for these jobs. 
It turned out that stu¬ 
dents with more experi¬ 
ence and education, such 
as third and fourth years 
and graduates with whom 
I could not compete, were 
getting those offers. 

Employers shouldn’t 
overlook the applications 
of promising young stu¬ 
dents simply because they 
lack experience.

Can they make the cut? 

O Oilers pick Nugent-Hopkins, other top prospects seeking first NHL jobs 



Recent history suggests 
two of them will still be 
wearing NHL sweaters in 
October. 

As Ryan Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins, Gabriel Landeslcog 
and Jonathan Huberdeau 
pulled on the uniform of 
their new NHL teams yes¬ 
terday morning, each ex¬ 
pressed a strong desire to 
continue wearing it all sea¬ 
son. With training camps 
approaching, the top three 
picks from June’s draft feel 
tantalizingly close to final¬ 
ly realizing their NHL 
dream. 

“I just want to wear this 
sweater and I just want to 
get on the ice and play,” 
said Nugent-Hopkins, 
sporting a blue and orange 
No. 93 Edmonton Oilers 
home jersey. 

The 18-year-old centre 
has spent a considerable 
amount of time in the gym 
since being selected with 
the No. 1 pick at the Xcel 
Energy Center in Minneso¬ 
ta. 

Nugent-Hopkins esti¬ 
mates that he’s added 12 
pounds to his six-foot 
frame over the summer 
and now weighs in at 
about 177 pounds. It was 
done with an eye on crack¬ 
ing the Oilers roster out of 
training camp. 

“Hopefully that will 
help me,” said Nugent- 
Hopkins. “I’m not too fo¬ 
cused on my weight right 
now, I’m just going to fo¬ 
cus on how well I play and 
just playing as good as I 
can. Obviously, the weight 
was a little bit of an issue 
so I tried to address it as 
much as I could.” 


The only No. 1 pick who 
didn’t jump straight to the 
NHL since the lockout was 
defenceman Erik Johnson, 
who spent a season at the 
University of Minnesota 
rather than join the St. 
Louis Blues in 2006. Over¬ 
all, 11 of the 18 players 
taken in the top three 
spots between 2005 and 
2010 went directly to the 
NHL. 

It was no coincidence 
that Nugent-Hopkins, Lan- 
deslcog and Huberdeau 
were grouped together 
yesterday at the NHLPA’s 
rookie showcase, an event 
where 26 prospects took 


the ice and posed for pho¬ 
tos that will be used on 
their first NHL trading 
cards. 

They’ve been fielding 
questions about whether 
they were ready to play in 
the NHL right away since 
before the draft. The focus 
on them will only intensify 
in the coming weeks dur¬ 
ing rookie tournaments 
and their first training 
camps. 

“It’s something that 
comes along with (being a 
top pick),” said Landeslcog, 
who sported a No. 92 Col¬ 
orado Avalanche jersey. “I 
see pressure as a positive 


thing. I want high expecta¬ 
tions (placed on) myself. 
That’s why I play this 
game — I want to get bet¬ 
ter every day.” 

He’ll travel to Denver 
today and plans to pick the 
brain of teammate Matt 
Duchene, who was select¬ 
ed third in the 2009 draft 
and joined the Avalanche 
the following season. 

Many believe Landeslcog 
is in the best position 
among this year’s draft 
class to earn a job because 
he’s physically mature and 
trying to crack the roster 
of a rebuilding team.

Getting the Beetle up to speed is handled by three 
distinct powerplants. 

Base models come with a 170-horsepower 2.5-litre 
five-cylinder engine that pretty much carries over from 
the New Beetle. Optional is VW’s popular 140-horsepow¬ 
er 2.0-litre turbo-diesel (TDI) that offers a very real alter¬ 
native to most gas-electric hybrids when overall fuel 
economy and initial purchase cost are factored in. 

The top-rung and most performance-focused Beetle 
features a 200-horsepower 2.0-litre turbocharged four- 
cylinder that also returns slightly better fuel economy 
than the base five-cylinder. 


The 2012 Beetle features more people-friendly 
dimensions. 

The distance between the front and rear 
wheels has been increased to create some 
much-needed rear-seat legroom as well as a 
more generous stowage area with either the 
50:50 split rear seat occupied or folded flat. 

On the inside, the term “adult 
contemporary” comes to mind. 

A sense of purpose and sportiness prevails 
with easy-to-read dials and massive air vents at 
either end of the dashboard. 


Gone is the New Beetle’s oval, al¬ 
most cartoonish appearance, re¬ 
placed by a longer hood and 
flatter roofline that ends in a 
rounded hatchway flanked by a 
set of prominent taillights. 

Overall it’s a look that Dr. Fer¬ 
dinand Porsche, who sculpted the 
original Beetle nearly three-quar¬ 
ters of a century ago, would likely 
approve of.

The new 2012 Beetle repre¬ 
sents another step back to 
the future for an iconic 
brand that is simply too 
good to let slip away.

Volkswagen launched the 
New Beetle back in the late 
1990s, before surging for¬ 
ward to scoop up as many 
of the reconstituted Bugs as 
the German automaker 
could produce. 

Not many years later, the 
New Beetle had become not 
so new and its popularity 
waned. 


Although the convertible 
version maintained a re¬ 
spectable degree of popu¬ 
larity, the hatchback model 
seemed to drift unchecked 
year after model year. 

Following a one-year ab¬ 
sence, the Beetle is back 
this fall with sharper 
styling, a roomier and up- 
to-date interior and more 


available power. Yes, and 
the name has been short¬ 
ened to just plain Beetle, if 
you please. 

That the car is returning 
at all is a gutsy move. After 
all, nobody begrudged 
Chrysler for cashiering the 
PT Cruiser econo-hot rod 
following its lengthy run 
and well after its “best-be¬ 


fore” date had come and 
gone. But VW management 
obviously thought the Bee¬ 
tle brand was worth contin¬ 
uing. 

What has emerged is a 
well-balanced and sportier 
shape that also projects the 
necessary degree of charm 
that pays homage to that 
original look.

AUTO PILOT 



Sergio Marchionne is 
the high-flying and 
much-quoted 
president of Fiat and 
Chrysler. But he isn't 
the only Canadian 
making an impact on 
the global automotive 
stage. 

A fter a promo¬ 
tion earlier 
this year, Ray 
Tanguay 
became the 
highest-rank¬ 
ing non-Japanese 
executive at Toyota Motor 
Corporation. 

During Toyota’s recall 
difficulties, he was asked by 
Toyota’s numero uno exec¬ 
utive, president Akio Toyo- 
da, to help draft a Global 
Vision Business Plan, which 
would ultimately guide the 
Toyota mothership back on 
course. 

Tanguay believed he re¬ 
ceived the invite to craft a 
plan because he made “the 
biggest noise” about Toyota 
losing its way. The gist of 
his vision was that Toyota’s 
immense workforce, scat¬ 
tered all over the globe, 
needed a greater sense of 
mission and empower¬ 
ment. To that end, he sug¬ 
gested more local 
decision-making and direct 
access to the top decision¬ 
makers in Japan. 

Toyoda liked Tanguay’s 
plan so much he immedi¬ 



ately added the title of sen¬ 
ior managing officer of Toy¬ 
ota Motor Corporation to 
Tanguay’s already consider¬ 
able portfolio. There are on¬ 
ly three such positions 
worldwide, and they are 
just one rung below that of 
the board of directors. 

Currently his two other 
titles are: Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent, Toyota Motor North 
America; and Chairman, 
Toyota Motor Manufactur¬ 
ing Canada. 

The plan is far from his 
only accomplishment. 
He continues to champion 
more production and 
research facilities on this 
continent. He oversaw 
the growth of Toyota’s 



Canadian production 
in Cambridge, Ont., and its 
evolution into a perennial 
winner of international 
quality awards. This made 
it easy for Toyota to send 
Lexus RX 350 production 
there in 2003 — still the 
only Lexus plant outside of 
Japan. And when Toyota 



was looking to open 
a North American plant 
to build its RAV4, Tanguay 
came up with a novel 
proposal — build the RAV4 
plant in nearby Woodstock, 
as a satellite facility of the 
Cambridge plant. 

Another recent accom¬ 
plishment: The “house that 
Ray built” in Woodstock 
just received confirmation 
this month, that it will be 
the first North American 
Toyota facility to build an 
electric vehicle. In fact, the 
RAV EV will be built on the 
same line as the gasoline- 
powered RAV4. 

Tanguay has French 
Canadian roots. Silver- 
haired, tall, and dignified, 
he reminds one of another 
charismatic French Canadi¬ 
an leader — Jean Beliveau, 
the legendary and graceful 
captain of the Montreal 
Canadians. 

I don’t know if Tanguay 
ever played hockey. But 
seeing that he was born and 
raised in Mattice, a remote 
town in northern Ontario, 
I’m betting he did. And 
I’m betting that under¬ 
neath the controlled per¬ 
sona is someone just like 
Beliveau, someone with a 
lot of drive, passion, and 
competitive fight.
